Audio Tips 
by: Bill O. Rights 

Since we always broadcast in AM mode, unless being relayed by another friendly station, we look for 
and eliminate "HUMS" from out audo line(s) before we even begin production. If there is an 
underlying "HUM" in your audio, everything else is going to sound bad. Elimination of "HUMS" can 
be accomplished by solidly grounding all the studio/audio components in the system to an Earth 
Ground. By "Earth Ground" I mean a real in-the-ground rod that every component in the system is 
attached to. In the case of the Radio Free Speech studio equipment, we have a 10-foot copper rod 
driven into the ground within 5-feet of the studio. We first dur a hole about 5-feet deep and filled it 
with water for two days (this softens the earth for driving the rod in without bending it). After waiting 
for the two days, we drove the rod in until only about 6-inches was above ground level; we then filled 
the hole we had dug with "rock salt" to within a foot of ground level and covered all that with dirt. We 
soldered a copper ground wire to the ground rod and ran it into the studio; every audio component in 
the studio is attached to that copper ground wire. This has kept our audio hum-free and clean. 

To do really good production, you need a good quality audio mixer. At RFS we use a Yamaha 8-in, 4- 
out board with built-in equalizer, and for HF broadcasting we have found that cutting out some of the 
low end (NOTE: I said *some*, not *all*!) helps cut through the noise levels. It's impossible to listen 
to a bassy audio signal on shortwave. And we don't use much "echo" for the same reason: Echo is 
distortion. That's all it is, and it doesn't help you on shortwave. We do run our audio through a "stereo 
tapped delay" but we use this effect for a very short time in any given program and only to accent 
certain other effects. Echo may sound cool in the studio, but to the poor DXer trying to understand 
what you are saying iofs next to impossible. 

Processing gear is not cheap, but if you're serious about having a quality signal you'd better find some 
way to compress that audio before it goes to the transmitter. We have a couple of compressor/ audio 
processors at RFS; the least expensive is an old Shure Bros "Level I,oc" that is in the chain before the 
audio goes to the Grenade(C) transmitter. Since a lot of our equipment comes from our Rock'n'Roll 
band days (i.e.: Yamaha mixer, etc) we also use a CRL Spectral Energy Processor that helps us with 
denisty and constant levels as we record the shows. Many of the parody songs you hear on RFS were 
recorded in our own studio using this same equipment 

Dont cut concrs on Microphones! Spend the money needed to get a quality mic. Your voice will only 
sound as good as the quality of that mic picking up your voice. At RFS we use an Electro Voice RK27 
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dynamic cardiod (made in USA) for 80% of our work. For the other 20% we have a couple old band 
mics like the Sennheiser MD441U and a Shure SM7. We never, ever use windscreens on our mics. 
Why? Because it muffles the sound before it gets to the recorder. Our goal is to "keep it clean and 
crisp." Good microphones are a necessity to excellent production. 

One final hint: Watch your audio levels as you record your shows or bits. If it's distorted when you 
record it, it will be distorted when you play it back. 1 always monitor the machine I'm recording to 
with headphones and watch closely the VU meters and/or LED bargraphs as we record. If it sounds 
bad going in, it's going to sound bad coming out. 



Thanks, Bill O. Next month we hope to have something from Fearless Fred on getting that idea onto 
tape, and the following month Bill O. is back with how he commits audio misdemeanors at home with 
tools every audio meister should have...

COLOMBIAN CLANPESTINES STILL ELUSIVE 

last month we discussed various reports by Henrik Klemetz in Colombia on La Voz de la Resistencia, the 
relatively new clandestine that (unlike Radio Patria Libre) has allegedly been active on a daily basis. Henrik 
reported that in November he heard Resistencia on a virtually daily basis on 623 1 . 1 kHz for about 1 5 minutes 
on either side of 2200 UTC. But, he said that he was no longer hearing Radio Patria Libre, which had been 
using 6250v kHz on a somewhat variable basts. 

I've been trying to hear these stations for months now, with extremely limited success. In other words, 1 can't 
find them. However, I do have one unusual logging to mention. On December 1 I heard a station in Spanish 
on 6250. 1 5 kHz from 2206-2221 +■ UTC. The signal was quite weak, and I couldnt fish an ID out of the mud. 
However, I did hear a "whoop-whoop" jamming noise on the channel until 2209, after which the noise 
disappeared. Its replacement was an insistent speech in Spanish by a male announcer, with one definite 
mention of Colombia. Later in the show I heard a second announcer, either a female or a man with a higher 
pitched voice, with additional talk in Spanish. No music was heard, and the inflection of words in the 
announcers' voices was intense. 



At the time that I heard this, I thought tentatively that this might be the first sign of a tentative log of La Voz 
dc la Resistencia here in Cleveland. The down side of this tentative log is that Klemetz says that the station has 
been using 6230.1, not 6250 kHz. In addition, in Numero Uno #1402, expert DXcr Dave Valko of 
Pennsylvania reported an unidentified log on November 30 on 6249.61 kHz from 1043-1053 UTC that he 
tentatively guessed might be La Voz de Andahuaylas from Peru. Dave noted huaynos music and a male 
announcer yelling. Dave couldnt fish out an ID, but he says that the signal was still definitely there even by 
1108 UTC. 

I heard no music on my afternoon log, unlike Dave Valko's log on a similar frequency in the morning. So, my 
unidentified station might or might not be one of the Colombian clandestines. Has anybody else been hearing 
any sign of these stations? 

NICK GRACE CLANDESTINE WEB PAGE 

Our own Nick Grace of Washington, DC, well known as the former editor of the DiaLogs column in The 
ACE, points out that he has started a new web page that describes a large number of clandestine broadcasters 
on a worldwide basis. I checked out this she, and lam really impressed at the fine job that Nick has done. The 
URL to use for this one is hrrp://gwis2.circ.gwaedu/~grlngo on the WWW. Nick's site is titled "The 
Clandestine Radio Intel." He lists stations, their known operators, schedules, recent logs, and all kinds of 
information that is extremely interesting. When known links exist to other web sites that are related to various 
clandestines, Nick lists them I strongly recommend that you check out Nick's very fine contribution to the 
clandestine DXing scene. 

One item of interest may give you an idea of how useful Nick's she is. Under his listing for la Voz de la 
Resistencia, Nick lists a link to a description of the political group that operates this station, the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia (FARC). "Terrorist Groups Profiles" at http://visUb- 
ww^.ruis.navyrnil/^mgoocal/farc^tai says that they began in 1966 as the military wing of the Colombian 
Communist Party. The profile estimates that they have about 5,000 armed troops, but it does not mention 
their clandestine station. Nick's site has dozens of interesting tidbits like this. Good job, Nickl

l'c<.|ilc. on (.854 kHz. from 0305 to a program sign-on at 0310 UTC on November 25. Ed says that this one 
iilwnys opais with Koran chanting Ed also points out that the station has a program of English news and 
identifications from 1955 to 2015 UTC daily. Although the propagation is less favorable during these 
afternoon hours, Ed says that he heard the 2000 UTC broadcast with a fair level on November 17. If you live 
near the cast coast, this might be a chance for you to pick up a relatively rare clandestine production in 
English, 

We have another log of this one from NASWA Executive Director Rich DAngelo of Pennsylvania, who heard 
m 6854 kHz from 1 956-2025 UTC on November 7.

HA RAID KUHL WEB PAGE AND LOGS 

In the past we have mentioned Harald Kuril's excellent web site that tabulates time and frequency schedules 
for clandestines known to be currently active. Harald checks in from Germany to point out that he updated the 
list of stations on this site on November 24. This is an excellent resource. A URL of 
http://up4c03.gwds.dcy kuld'iL. takes you to the site. Harald asked if anybody is having any problems 
accessing this site, but I have noticed that it is working fine in December. 

Harald also sends in some clandestine logs. He pulled in Voice of the Communist Party of Iran on 3885, 
3888, and 3890 kHz (obviously variable) in upper sideband from "1655-180I* UTC on November 24. He 
says that their interval signal is from the Nutcracker Suite. At 1700 he noted several full IDs by male and 
female announcers, followed by the communist Internationale song. Harald says that the program seemed 
relatively moderate in content, with lots of music and relatively little propaganda for a clandestine. He says 
that the signal was relatively strong with tittle jamming noted, although they did hop frequencies to avoid 
le light jamming. Harald wonders where the transmitter for this one might be, he gives a wild guess of 



Harald also heard the Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan on 4070 kHz from 1843-1928* on November 24 and 26. This 
one had many IDs in Arabic, and Harald noted no jamming. He says that the signal is audible on a daily 
basis. This is another one that should be quite difficult in North America at this time of day, although I do 
recall hearing it last year while on the Hatteras DXpedition on the extreme east coast with a 500 foot antenna. 

Finally, Harald reports a tentative log of the Voice of the Worker on 3935 kHz from 1805-1810* UTC on 
November 24. The station that he heard had a report in Farsi about Iran and the Mykonos legal case. They 
played the Internationale at 1 808 UTC before signing off. I larald reports a fair signal on this one. 



January 1997 



It was good to hear once again from Stanislav Mekhonoshin in Perm, Russia this month. He has been using a 
"General Delivery" e-mail service at client@pogte.perni.su for internet communications. Stanislav forwards 
four loggings. He heard the Voice of the Struggle of Iranian Kurdistan on 4250v kHz at 1430 UTC. This one 
moved up and down 10 kHz to avoid jamming. Stanislav also noted the Voice of the Islamic Movement in 
Iraqi Kurdistan in Arabic on 4135 kHz for an hour at 1700 UTC. He heard Radio Afghanistan with a "Baroi-e 
Afghanistan" ID on 7 1 00 kHz at 1 400 IJTC. Finally, Stanislav says that the Voice of Mojahed of Afghanistan 
comes in with a Pashtu program at 1 220 UTC on a fiequency that varies between 7000 and 7020 UTC. This 
one signs off at 1430 UTC. Harald Kuhl also sends in a Voice of Mojahed log, although he heard them on 
4660v kHz from 1700-1715 UTC. Harald says that they jump frequencies quite often +/- 15 kHz or so on 
either side of the nominal frequency in an attempt to avoid a pesky jammer. Harald observes that while many 
other Middle Eastern clandestines suffer only token jamming, this one seems to be the target of a jamming 
barrage. He noted at least 8 jamming transmitters active while Voice of Mojahed was on the air. 




A few clandestine related items have arrived from BBCMS via Monitoring Times. Some of these items get 
covered in A /T, but given space limitations, we are once again sticking the overflow here in The ACE. 



Iraq Jamming. BBCMS cites a December 2 report heard on the Voice of Rebellious Iraq at 1315 UTC in 
Arabic on jamming stations allegedly operated by the Iraqi government, The station claimed that the 
Information Ministry in the Iraqi government Directorate of Military Intelligence has several jammers. They 
allegedly are targeted at stations such as the VOA BBC, and the Voice of Rebellious Iraq. The clandestine 
station said that the jamming effort costs the Iraqi government $5 million annually, financed by general tax 
revenues and fees from telegrams, water bills, and telephone service bills. The Voice of Rebellious Iraq also 
said that Iraq installed 200 jamming transmitters in 1981 at a cost of $250,000 each, but that most of these 
transmitters were destroyed during the Gulf War. The clandestine cites an "informed source at the (Iraqi) 
Ministry oflnformation" for the content of this report. 

VORGAN to be Privatized According to the KUP news agency, the Voice of Resistance of the Black 
Cockerel will be privatized under terms of the I^osaka peace accord. This former clandestine voice of the 
National Union for the Total Independence of Angola (UNITA) will be purchased by the Luanda-based 
Polytechnic Academy (Academia Politecnia), a local media firm. Other firms investing in this new 
arrangement are Diapasao (Tuning Fork, an industrial technology company) and the General Mining 
Company. UNITA official Dr. Vitorino Domingos Hossi will be appointed chairman of the station board of 
directors. The ID of the station is supposed to change to Radio Despertar, which translates as Wake Up 
Radio. Its shortwave frequencies of 7100, 9700, and 1 1 830 kHz are supposed to remain unchanged. 

New Frequency for PUK Clandestine. According to a December 10 announcement in the 1500 UTC 
Arabic transmission of the Voice of the People of Kurdistan, the station says that it has added a 49 meter 
frequency to supplement its 4100 kHz channel. It did not announce the 49 meter frequency, and BBCMS has 
not reported hearing it yet This one is operated by the Patriotic Union of Kurdistan (PUKX led by Jalal 
Talabani. 

Radio Mogadishu Schedule. As Ed Rausch and Rich DAngelo pointed out this month, the Voice of the 
Masses of the Somali Republic can be heard here in North America. BBCMS says that they support the 
Somali National Alliance headed by Husayn Muhammad Aydid. Aydid's father Muhammad Farah Aydid 
headed this group until his death in August. BBCMS hears them in the 6870 to 6890 kHz range in English for 
15 minutes at 1300 and 2000 UTC. 15 minute broadcasts follow at 1315 and 2015 UTC in Arabic, 1330 and 
2030 UTC in Amharic, and 1345 and 2045 UTC in Swahili. In addition, BBCMS says that the station is 
active for at least three hours at 100 UTC in Somali. Allegedly the station operates an FM service in 
Mogadishu in addition to its shortwave station. 
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Albania Denies Iran Allegations. According to BBCMS, Albania has denied being the transmitter relay site 
of the Voice of Iran, the Albanian Telegraphic Agency cited Arbcn Karapici, the director of Radio Tirana, 
denied allegations that the Iran clandestine uses a transmitter site within Albania. 

FCC OFFICIAL QUITS 

ACE member Ulis Fleming of Maryland forwards a report from ARRL Bulletin 88 that FCC Private Wireless 
Division Chief Robert McNamara left the FCC on December 13 to take a position with Nextel 
Communications Inc. The new acting chief of this division is former Deputy Private Wireless Division Chief 
David Horowitz. McNamara, N1KHF, had been with the FCC for 21 years. 



FUTURE OF 

Many of you will remember the ACE survey that was stimulated by Nick Grace several months ago. Several 
club members, notably including Nick, have been working on proposed improvements to our bulletin that 
would take into account the interests of our members, including the findings from this survey. One topic of 
discussion is the future of the clandestine column in The ACE. Back in the early 1980's, our club's clandestine 
coverage was included in the loggings section of DiaLogs. Starting in 1985 we created a clandestine loggings 
column edited by Andrew O'Brien and this "Clandestine Profile" column that provided background essays, 
analysis, and information on clandestine broadcasters. When Andrew left on a year-long trip around the 
worid, we combined the loggings and analysis column. It has been that way ever since. In recent years we 
have been using three to four pages in the bulletin for the column, most typically four pages.

A READER WRITES: One very eye-opening letter came to me recently with concerns of using 
copyrighted material on his Part 15 station. This is one area the book "Adventures in Part 15 
Broadcasting'- and other books have not covered! His concern was if he would violate any of 
the copyright laws or run into royalty problems by using prerecorded music. 

If you notice on everything you buy at a music/video store, you will see a statement something 
like, "All rights reserved. Unauthorized reproduction is a violation of the law." This basically 
means NOT to copy of any of the material for your own profit, or anything else, for that matter! 
This more or less is to keep basement businesses from popping up and recording "The Best 
Bubble Gum Songs of the 70's!" and selling it without proper authorization or permission. 

To go a little further, some recorded material may have the warning, "Unauthorized public 
performance, broadcasting and copying prohibited" which means you can't play it anywhere 
outside your stereo system or VCR in your home. Some proprietary material of comedy teams, 
radio stations, etc. in most cases can not be used; in fact, this person had some comedy 
material he wanted to rebroadcast, but it carried this message: "Warning - All material 
contained on this recording is protected by the copyright. Any broadcast, duplication, or other 
use of this material without the express written consent of the [name of company deleted] is 
strictly prohibited by law. This person wrote to the company, but was rejected, of course... 

To sum it all up, "Unauthorized reproduction " means not to copy it AT ALL, FOR ANY 
REASON; "Unauthorized public performance" means that the material is NOT for rebroadcast 
[or public showing or rebroadcast in case of video]. The latter keeps honest folks from 
showing the latest Disney film, etc., for profit in "Backyard" theater or providing a community- 
wide wireless TV broadcast for profit without proper permission. 

In my opinion [and my opinion only], I don't believe someone could or would go to the trouble of 
trying to collect royalties from every little Part 15 station that ever popped up; for instance, 
there's a lot of elementary school and middle school kids running school project stations for 
learning purposes, so what's the Feds gonna do, break their piggy banks? I don't think so! 
There's already a supposed tax being levied [or, at least it was proposed some time back} on all 
recording equipment and recordable tapes and Cds for a supposed payback on "lost royalties. " 

I would say that if you're willing to go through all the red tape to have a 100,000 watt licensed 
station, then worry about royalties on copyrighted material; heed the warnings on the material 
and use what you can in a wise and tasteful manner. There's plenty of stuff out there to use, 
so don't get discouraged by one warning on one tape/CD! 

As a footnote, on or about Sept 16, 1995. I was informed by someone "in the know" that the 
FCC wasn't interested in licensing ANY stations UNDER 100,00 watts and the license fee was 
"only" $25,000! So, do your thing with Part 15, keep it legal and have fun!

Wliat makes this type of broadcasting le^al is tiiat you are NOT radiating an antenna. It works on the same principal 
as cable TV Instead of radiating your signal fiom an antenna, the RF from your transmitter is coupled into the AC 
•vires in the building or houses in you area. AM radios Uiat are plugged in to the AC wiring with your signal or. it will 
«)icV up your broadcasts. The farther your receiver is from the AC wiring the less (if any) signal it will receive. 
Tne FCC niles allows up to 50 watts of power into the wiringl This sounds good, however you must maintain o 
wstrVlive field strength limit of 20uV per meter from any powerline with you signal on it. In other words, if you 
were right next to a powerline in your car, your radio wouldn't lock on the signal if you were to liit scan on your car 
radio . If your radio was plugged into .he wall ac with the signal present, it would be strong enough to break the 
squcrh of your scan function on your rai'io. Everybody's AC power distribution varies considerably and thus y 
Imrouiittcrs will load differently, some will get out good with 2 watts, some won't be able to get out with 50 ws.,„. . 
depeii'!>: on the location of the power companies power transformers in relation to your transmitter. A transformer 
will esse.iu'ally "choke out" your signal. One way around this is to couple your RF to the "neutral" side of your AC 
wires instead of the "hot". The neutral line bypasses the power transformers and thus will make a farther journey. 
One tiling to note it takes ALOT of experimenting with the RF, and I recommend that you purchose a book on 
carrier-current broadcasting before you even attempt it, this will save you LOTS of headaches! Two books I 
recommend are Low Power Radio Broadcasting, by James Cunningham and Carrier-Current Techniques, by 
Ernest Wilson which can be ordered through Panaxis Productions. C-C broadcasting can be a wonderful tiling al the 
same time be very frustrating. Best case scenario, you can cover several miles with just a few watts, worst case is 
that you wont be able to get across the sheet with 50 watts. You can sell time on your C-C station! If you decide to 
invest lb j lime ami money into a C-C radio station, take your time and do some research, it will pay off. 

The FCC would rather you chose a frequency at the lowest end of the diaLas it most difficult for your AC wiring to 
"f.idiate" like an antenna. This would allow you to transmit with more power and would be much safer than 
broadcasting above 1 500 khz. The formula for calculating the allowable field strength is ; 24,000 divided by 
frequency In khz. Tims if you transmit on 530 khz, your legal field strength would b- 45.2 uV/|icr mclcr!! Thais 
iiiu.;ii inure power you can nin titan if you were on 1620 khz where your field strength would be restricied to 14.8 
uV/pei meter. 

TRANSMITTERS 

Ticie ..re lots of possibilities when it comi..-. do.vn to your transmitter. The FCC does not require the use ol a "type 
.iccepted or approved" transmitters, as a matter of fact, any AM broadcast band transmitter will do as long ii il will 
NOT make more than 50 walls of powoi. T ransmitiers oui be purchased from WB which is a commercial company 
a.,-l vKpeils in the field, however Uiere eq'n;:i<ii»i! is qi.r.e . >.| jiisive Panaxis Productions and Ramsey also carry 
kit tronimit.cra in a more affordable price range. The transmit!':! and coupler I bought was from JR Cunningham 
out of Oklahoma 'vho builds the 50 wait lube transmitters and a superb "no frills" coupler for a fair price.
